The inside history of John Boyd Thacher's 
cutin the number of medals and diplomas 
may as well be told at this time.

He thought he saw an 
opportunity for making a unique record for 
economy, and when it fully dawned upon him 
the slashing of awards began. 

Until September, 1893; Mr. Thacher had 
been liberal in his instructions to judges with 
reference to making awards. The fact was 
somewhat widely commented upon. But sud- 
denly there wasa change in the atmosphere 
of Mr. Thacher’s headquarters in Pavilion B 
in the Administration Building. It was com- 
mented in his presence that there would prob- 
ably be 80,000 medals awarded. He re- 
marked there was going to be a great i 
when the teuth came out about the num 
of medals that would be granted. He de- 
clared further he was not going to make any 
announcement until he had gotten away from 
Chicago, where he had been so harshly criti- 
cised, Meanwhile he confided to some friends 
the record he was goingto make. He had 
been given $570,880 by Congress for the 
management of his bureau. He said he was 
going to do something that had never been 
done before. 

Would Turn Back Money. 

He was going to turn back into the United 
States Treasury an unexpended balance ofa 
Congressional appropriation. At that time 
he thought he could save $100,000. That 
would have been a record indeed. But he 
couldn’t give out 80,000 medals and dip- 
lomas and save anything. Then the cutting 
began and the American erbibiters suffered. 
The foreigners’ could not be handled 
The Judges and Coimmissioners 
held out for every possible medal. They en- 
tered their exhibits as individual ones, and 
they demanded an award for every one ad- 


societies afforded an opportunity tor — 
ing, and the grain growers were the first 
mark. The Far Commissioners from each 
State were called together and were told 
the bureau could not think of granting in- 
dividual ‘exhibiters of wheat, corn, oats, etc., 
a soparate medal. The Commissioners were 
willing to have exhibits bunched in cases 
where the exhibits were purchased by the 
States themselves, but when an individual 
sent an exhibit at his own expense they 
thought he should have it passed upon. 
Would Not Have It So: 

Mr. Thacher wouldn't havo it that way; and 
as usual carried his point. The fruit-raisers 
were next treated toa somewhat similar re- 
duction, though in some instances the indi- 
vidual was recognized. Wools, wines, and to- 
baccos came in for more bunching, though 
all the tobacco States except * — were 
willing to make concessions, and Virginia had 
to submit. 

But Mr. Thacher was not so successful as an 
economist as he planned. He hasn't money 
enough left now to pay the postage for for- 
warding the medals, and he has a force of six 
people at Washington doing nothing at an ex- 
pense of $1,200 a month.

WARD ALLISTER ENDS HIS UNIQUE 
OABEER IN NEW YORK. 


He Succumbs Suddenly to an Attack of 
Grip Which He Contracted a Week Ago 
His Iuness Had Not Beén Considered 
Dangerous Until Yesterday Morning= 
Charity Bull Led by Gov. Morton New 
York “Press” Changes Hands—General 
News from New York. 

New Yor, “Jan. 31.—[Special. j|—Ward 

McAllister, New York’s foremost society 


} directot and organizer of the 400, died at 


9:80 o'@léck tonight at his home, No. 16 
West Thirty-sixth street. At his bedside wer 
Mrs. McAllister and their son and daughter 
and Mr. McAllister’s brother, the Rev. Dr. 
Marion McAllister of Elizabeth. N. J. Mr. 
McAllister suffered little pain during his ill- 
ness, and his death was peaceful. 

Thursday of last week he was attacked by 
the grip while spending the afternoon at the 
Union clib. He complained to several 
friends that his condition was far from nor- 
mal, and on reaching home he asked that Dr. 
Walker, his family physician, be called. Dr. 
Walker ordered him to bed. He obeyed, and 
He was supposed 
to be improving, and his condition was not 
thought dangerous until 7:30 a. m. today. 
Then he had asinkingspell. The family were 
alarmed, and Dr. Walker was hastily “sum- 
mored, Later Dr. Swift, Dr. Walker's part- 
ner, and Drs. Bangs and Thomas were called 
in. 

Mr. McAllister rallied about 10 :30 a. m., 
but early in the afternoon he began to fai! 
and grew worse rapidly until his death. Just 
before he died he reached out his hands 
towards his brother and spoke to hima few 
words. Then his head fell back upon the pil- 
low and he breathed his last. 

For more than a year Mr. McAllister had. 
been afflicted ‘with a chronic ailment, which is 
éupposed to have’ hastened his demise. He 
made a trip abroad for the betterment of his 
health, and Gonsulted some of the leading 
physicians of Europe. 

Sketch of His Career. 


Samuel Ward McAllister was born sixty-four 
years ago in Savannah, Ga. He prided him- 
self upon his Southern birth, the length of his 
ancestry, and of his social success, His an- 
cestors were great leaders in the time of 
Washington. For eighteen years he lived in 
Savannah. With his seventeenth century 
ideas of sociat exclusiveness he acquired the 
knowledge and belief which eventually con- 
trolled the doors of Metropolitan society. 


Money didn’t count for much in Savannah 


in those days, and it doesn’t count there much 
now. When Mr. McAllister was la Savannah 
many of the beaux and belies had nota good 
coat to their backs, but they had acres of 
pride, and would think a week before they 
would accept an invitation to the Patriarch 
ball. 

Upon Ward McAllister fell the task of look- 


ing opt for the family. He attended to their | 


training, social and otherwise, and looked 
after the petty affairs, even to the marketing 
of the family. Followed by a couple of negro 
boys, euch carrying a huge basket, he went to 
the public market every morning and selected 
the provisions for the house. In this way he 
acquired his practical and thorough knowl- 
edge of all game, fish, and vegetables, the 
seasons of the year. in 2 they re most

did not end when it was ready for the table, 
Modish Leader by Nature. 
Leaving Savannah, he settled in Newport, 
R. I., and made the fashionable popularity of 
that place. He was a leader of modish folk 
by nature and training. It was at Newport 
that he originated the picnics which held him 
famous. Though rarely boastful, he used to 


say the food served on those occasions could: 


not be matched in the world. A single 
pie was known to have cost $100. 
What was. in it no one but 
Mr. McAllister and his sworn ally, the negro 
cook, who prepared it under his supervision, 
knew. To him wines were as plain as the 
letters in a book. He knew their history, the 
pliilosophy of them, and their worth, to the 
fraction of a dollar. He knew the rare vin- 
tages, dud he could tell on the ends of his fin- 
gers the few private houses the world over 
where they could be folnd. No buyer in the 
world knew more about wines than Ward 
Meister. 

Professionally Mr. McAllister was a lawyer. 
He was graduated from Yale and went to San 
Francisco in the fall of 1852. Western life, 
which was then crude, did not satisfy him, and, 
after practicing iawa while with Hall Me- 
Allister, his brother, he came East and mar- 
ried Misa Sarah Gibbons, a lady of wealth 
and good position. Then. it was he settled in 
Newport, His habits were regular. He rose 
at O o’clock, breakfasted at 0:45, went riding 
or walking at 11, looked after business affairs 
from 11:30 to 1, took lunch at 1:30, and 
dined at 7. 

His Favorite Amusements. 

His favorite amusements were whist, bill- 
jards, and small talk with friends. He cared 
little or nothing for the theater or opera or 
public amusements of any description, al- 
though he sometimes attended the opera. he 
was 5 feet 944 inches in height and weighed 
about 190 pounds. His brown hair was 
mixed with gray and his head was bald ex- 
eept at the sides and back. His mus 
tuche and imperial were gray. 
eyes were blue, soft, and kindly. 


The forehead high, nose aquiline, chin firm, 
‘and the mouth determined. His fine head 


was set on square shoulders and his carriage 
was erect. He dressed quietly, always in 
dark clothes, invariably wearing a high hat 
and cutaway coat in the street and overgait- 
ers. 
Astors, Chanlers, Samuel Ward, Mari- 
Crawford, Amélie Rives, Julia Ward 
Howe, the Boston Appletons and Princes, the 
Patterson- Bonapartes, the Massachusetts 
Parkers were all his relatives. 

Ward Mellister's first social achievement 
of note was his meeting with the Prince of 
Wales in 1860. Later Mr. McAllister took a 
house at Newport and became a power in go- 
ciety there, with the result that in 1872 he 
was recognized as a leaderin the Metropolis 
and originated the series of dances known as 
“The. Patriarchs. From 1872 tb 1885 
McAllister grew in social power and gained 
the title of which he was always proud, the 
autocrat of drawing- rooms. His success 
was not without its drawbacks. In 1882 
there waga little rebellion against his su- 
premacy. 

He Calied Them “ 400,” 

With his seg ge of correct New York 
society to 400 Mr. McAllister became a pub. 
lic character. Every paper in this country 
and in Europe took up the theme. There was 
an avalanche of ridicule, criticism, and even 
abuse. But it didn’t overwhelm the Mc. 
Allister. He and his “400” became the sub 
ject of topical songs, musical jests, and comic 
opera gags. But the handy phrase quevived, 
passing from jest and jeer to admiration

His book, “Society ae I Have Found It,” 
was a burning topic of the fall of 1890. It 
yielded considerable profit, and su the 
author to ecathing criticism.

Cities outside of New 
York were not tolerated. In McAllister’s 
criticisms of their form' newspapers of Chi-

On behalf of the Board of Trade this after- 
noon a preliminary 1 rg was held here 
into the sinking of the Elbe. The surviving 
officers of that steamship were questioned by 
the chief officer of the custom-house, They 
said in substance: 

The Elbe was proceeding on south-southwest 
course, down channel, steaming fifteen knots. 
When about forty-five miles off Merschelli 
lightship a vessel was seen approaching two an 
one-half points off the port bow. Aue vessel's 
course was apparently wést-northwest. Accord- 
ing to the rule of the road at sea the vessel at 
sea should have ported its helm and passed 
under the Elbe’s stern. Both vessels, however, 
kent tlieir courses and struck. The shock of the 
concussion was slight. 


Kind to Miss Baecker. 


Miss Anna Buecker, the only woman sur- 
vivor of.the Bibe, is the heroine of the hour. 
She is besieged with visitors anxious to pro- 
vide her with money and clothing. In con- 
versation this afternoon Miss Buecker said: 

* I ean’t remember feeling afraid after the 
collision. What I felt when I eame on deck 
was the terrible cold. -I and another woman 
kept on the port side of the ship, which was 
the lee side. The majority of the passengers 
crowded to the starboard side, however, where 
a high wind was raging. Ido not know who 
ordered therh there; I did not hear the Cap- 
tain give any order. But the officers did 
their best to reassure us, sayi there was 
plenty of room for every one in boats.“ 

The Captain of the fishing smack Wild 
Flower, which picked up the survivors of the 
Elbe. said in an interview: 

“The Wild Flower was east-southeast off 
Lowestoft with our trawiing gear down at 11 
a.m. Wednesday when we sighted a ship's 
boat with something fluttermg from its mast. 
I conld see water breaking into the boat. 
When Wwe got near enough we threw them a 
rope’s end, but the men in the boat were so 
numbed with the cold that they could not 
hold on to it. We finally made fast to them 
and hauled the boat up to the smack. When 
half of the persons rescued had jumped on 
board the rope parted and the remainder of 
them were again adrift in a. heavy sea. Alter 
much difficu/ty another line was made fast to 
the boat and all on board of it were taken 
aboard the Wild Fiower. There was a 
woman lying in the bottom of the boat with a 
long coat on and no shoes. She had no dress 
underneath the coat and was terribly cold. I 
am sure that in another hour several of the 
41 we rescued would have been frosen 
stiff.“ 

The Wild Flower's cook was the first person 
to sight the mast of the Elbe’s boat and he 
called the attention of the smack’s skipper 
to it, When the Wild Flower rode upon the 
crest of the next wave the boat was clearly 
seen a mile away. The skipperof the Wild 
Flower immediately ordered the neta to be 
hauled up and hot cocoa to be prepared, as 
de had no doubt the boat contained ship- 
wrecked people. He could see that the life- 
boat’s head was being kept to sea in such a 
manner that the Wiid Flower would beable 
to save those on board. This handling, which 
undoubtedly saved the lives of all those who 
landed from the Elbe, was due to the fact that 
the English Trinity pilot was on board of it, 
and it is added that no one but such a man 
accustomed to the handling of small boats in 
heavy weather could have enabled it to hve 
through such a sea. 

When the Wild Flower got alongside the 
lifeboat four men were dragged on board the 
amack, leaving the woman, Miss Anna Bueck- 
er, and some of the others still in the boat.

ELBE HAD $500,000 ON BOARD IT, 


Large Quantities of Mail, Express Matter, 
and Other Valuables at the Bottom, 
New Lonx, Jan, 31.—/[Special.]—On board 
the Elbe was a valuablo shipment of mail for 
the United States, including many registered 
packages. All the leading express companies 
had consignments on board, and the car- 
go of merchandise is thought to be 
worth more than $500,000. The Elbe was 
bringing a four days’ accumulation of 
mall. At Bremen the United States 
mail is gathered from Germany, Russia, 
Austria, Hungary, Denmark, Belgium, Hol- 
land, and some from Paris. There is always 
a large registered shipment of bonds and 
bank mail. while frem Rotterdam and Am- 
sterdam uently come diamonds and jew- 
els. The Elbe probably carried $1.000,000 
in registered bonds addressed to New York 
banks. These, of course, can be replaced. 
The German mail always contains era- 
ble currency, and, judging by the amount 
n other boats rom Bremen, it 
is estimated that it had at least $500,000 ia 
money on board. Of diamond packages and 
other valuables the postoffice officials 
cannot tell until reports are sent by the Bre- 
men Postoffice.

Banking and Currency Committee’s Plans 
‘and Prospect for Action, 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Jan. 31.—A haze of 
uncertainty surrounds the fate of the ad- 
ministration financial bill in the House.

FOREIGN BANKERS WILL TAKE A LOAN, 


Assistant Secretary Curtis Practically De- 
cides on Terms at New York Session. 

New York, Jan. 31.— Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Curtis, who arrived from 
Washington last night, reached the Subtreas- 
ury this morning shortly after 11 o’clock 
and had a conference with representatives of 
the leading foreign banking houses in this 
city, including August Belmont, who repre- 
sents the Rothschilds, George F. Crane of 
Baring, Magoun & Co., Ernest Thalman of 
Ladenberg, Thalman &Co., James Speyer of 
Speyer & Co., Isaac N. Seligman of Seligman 
& Co., Maurice Wormser of Wormser & Co,, 
and Mr. Meyer of Lazard Frères. Mr. Bel- 
mont was among the earliest callers, and on 
leaving the Subtreasury went directly to the 
affice of J. Pierpont Morgan & Co. and had 
a private talk with the head of the firm, re- 
turning with him and going into conference 
with the Assistant Secretary. At 2:20 
o’clock Mr. Curtis left the Subtreasury by a 
rear door. After the Assistant Secretary had 
gone Subtreasurer Jordan said: 

Mr. Curtis came on from Washington as repre- 
sentative of the Secretary of the Treasury to ob- 
tain information needed by the department. It 
is a fact that he came to discuss the question of 
placing a government loan. As to the story of a 
sterling loan there is nothing in it. 

It is confidently expected in financial circles 
here.a new bond issue will be announced 
within a few days and the amount of loan 
is — estimated, at $100,000, It 
is known the foreign bankimg interests have 
expressed themselves in favor of a 4 per cent 
bond, hence it is believed long term 4s will 
be issued at a price which will yield the pur- 
chaser 34g per Gent. There is excellent au- 
thority for saying Mr. Curtis was vested with 
authority to-do more than ascertain the views 
of the New York bankers. 

All these with whom he conferred were 
representatives of foreign firms of the lead- 
ing financial centers of Europe and the man 
who took the most prominent part in the con- 
ferences is Rothschilds’ representative, Au- 
gust Belmont, who is credited’ with having 
formed a syndicate of foreign houses to take 
the entire $100.000,000 loan with the under- 
standing that $75,000,000 shail be placed 
abroad and $25,V00,000 at home. The gold 
to pay for the bonds will come, it is said, in 
great part if not as a whole from home 
sources, but withont recourse to the United 
States Treasury. It is known Mr. Curtis com- 
municated by telegraph in cipher with Secre- 
tary Carlisle during the day and received a 
reply. One banker said the loan was prac: 
tically settled on the above basis, and official 
notice would be given out tomorrow or the 
day after.

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WILL REPORT THE OHIOAGO BUILD- 
ING BILL PAVORABLY. 


He Says He Has Only Been Waiting for a 
Communication from the Secretary of 


the Treasury, and This Will Be Fol- 
lewed by Speedy Action Sp Crisp 
Says Chicago’s Claims Must Recog- 
nized=Pian for a Lake Tidewajer Canal 
Being Pushed for a National Charter. 


Wasnmorox, D. C., Jan. 31.—[Special, ]— 
Senator Vest has promised to report the Chi- 
cago public buildmg bill tomorrow, one of 
his main objections to the proposition as it 
came from the House having been done away 
with. This related to the time fixed in which 
the building is to be completed, years, 
and it is understood that the Secretary of the 


Treasury argued against this limitation. 
When the members of the Chicago delegation 
called upon the Missouri Senator today, tney 
found him ina very amiable frame of mind 
towards Chicago, and he remarked that he 
was simply waiting for the reply from the 
Secretary, of the Treasury before making a 
favorable report on the bill? Secretary Car- 
lisle kept faith with Senator Palmer and Con- 
gressman Durborow in this matter by repeat- 
ing to tne Chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Public Buildmgs and Grounds what he 
told the Illinois delegation about the needs of 
Chicago. 

His communication to Senator Vest was to 
the effect that the transaction of public busi- 
ness at Chicago demanded the construction of 
a new building, but he was not certain that the 
three years’ limitation was just the thing to 
be done at present. He, therefore, urged that 
it should be stricken out of the bill as it came 
from th House. These views seemed to meet 
with the approval of Senator Vest, and after 
he had explained the matter to the Chicago 
Congressional delegation they coincided in 
this opinion. Consequently the Chicago bill 
will come up in the Senate with the Vest 
amendment and then go to a conferente 
committee of the two Houses after the Senate 
has taken such action as it may see fit. 

One of the most outspoken and earnest ad- 
vocates of Chicago’s public building is Speak- 
or Crisp, who returned today from his trip of 
recreation to Asheville. In conversation with 
the correspondent for Taz Trreunsz the Speak- 
er declared that if there ever was a necessity 
for a public buildimg in the United States it 
had been clearly demonstrated that Chicago 
was in all justice and equity entitled to this 
consideration at the hands of the Fifty-third 
Congress. In the event of the Senate con- 
curring in the House bill there would be no 
unnecessary delay in getting the matter into 
the House and having definite action taken 
upon it, so that it could go to the President.

regular price of which with the license they 
print was $1. Suit isnow pending againat 
the proprietors of the papers to recover

originally presented the bill provided solely 
for the relief of the newspaper publishers. No 
substantial change in existing law is made 
except to moderate the vigor of the penalties 
established.

JONES BILL FOR ARBITRATION. 


It Is Discussed and Criticised at a Mass- 
Meeting. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 31.—The question 
of arbitrating differences existing between 
capital and labor has become an important 
one at this session of the Legislature. The 
strikes of the last year have added 
an impetus to the idea. A well. 
attended mass-meeting was held 
here tonight for the purpose of 
discussing the arbitration bill — 22 in 
the House by Representative Alexander Jones 
of Cook. pon the invitation of Charles 
J. Reiffler, President of the State Federa- 
tion of Labor, Mr. Jones addressed 
the meeting at cousiderable length. 
Mr. Jones said he had departed from 
precedent by giving the Governor power to 
remove any member of the Arbitration 
Board for sufficient cause, The measure is 
similar to the Massachusetts law, with its un- 
desirable features eliminated. Since the law 
has been in effect the last few years in Massa- 
chusetts strikes have been diminished about 
70 per cent. Mr. Jones stated that when 
either the employés or the employer entered 
into an agreement to settle any disputes by 
arbitration, and either refused to abide by the 
decision of the board they could be enjoined 
in any competent court. Mr. Schilling said 
he had found labor organizations generally 
euspicious of this court, and he did not think 
the bill met their ideas in this particular.

JUDGE B. R. HOAR DIES AT OONOORD. 


Was an Attorney-General of the United 
States - His Career. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 31.— [Special. Judge 
Ebenezer Rockwood Hoar, ex-Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States, died this evening at 
7:40 at hia home in Concord, Mass., after a 


long illness. 

E. R. Hoar was born in Concord Feb. 21, 1816. 
He was descended from a long line dt patriotic men 
and women. He was a brother of Senator George 
Frisbie Hoar and in his time was more promi- 
nent in public life than the Senator has been. 
He was graduated from Harvard in 1835 with 
high honogs, became a school teacher in Pitts- 
burg, later entered Harvard Law School, was 

raduated from there in 1839 with the degre: of 
2 L. B., and was that year admitted to the bar. 
He was in the Massachusetts State Senate in 
1847: from 1849 to 1855 was a Judge in the 
Court of Common Pleas, and from 1859 to 1869 
a Judge in the Massachusetts Supremo Court, 
from which position he resigned because Gov. 
Bullock failed to appoint bim to the Chief Jus- 
ticeship made vacant by the resignation of Chief 
Justice Bigelow, Judge Hoar then bei the 
senior Judge. Judge Hoar at once entered the 
Cabinet of Gen. Grant as ‘Attorney-General 
(March, 1869), which office he fiiled until Jane, 
1870, when heresigned. While in office he was 
Grant's confidentiai adviser in matters of inter- 
national law and Grant made him a member of 
the joint high commission that negotiated the 

Vashington treaty w.th Great Britain, a notable 

diplomatic instrument, settling as it did five sub- 
jects of controversy that had vexed the two 
countries from the declaration of American inde- 
pendence. Judge Hoar was appointed a Judge of 
the United States Supreme Court by President 
Grant, but the Senate refused toconfirm. Ho was a 
Presidential eiector-at-larze in 1872, and was a 
member of the Forty-third Congress. He mar- 
ried Caroline D. Brooks ip Concord in 1840 
and seven children were born to them, one of 
whom is ex-Congressman Sherman Hoak, now 
United States District Attorney of Massachu- 
setts. Judge Hoar was prominent in the Ameri- 
can Unitarian Association, was for néariy a quar- 
tor of a century a member of the Board of Over- 
seers of Harvard College, nnd was an LL. ., the 
honor being conferred ae Williams College. |

STIRRING UP JEALOUSY OF COOK COUNTY. 

‘The men who are endeavoring to Lave 4 
constitutional con¥ention so as to get a Con- 
stitution devoid of the salutary restraints of 
the present one concerning taxation, munici- 
pal indebtedness, and corporation legisiation 


ha ve resorted to a new and disreputable mode 


of getting votes for their convention resolu- 
tion which has been introduced in the Sen- 


ate. 
They are trying to excite among the coun- 


try members a feeling of hostility to Cook 
county and to convince them that if they do 
not remodel the Constitution go as to curb its 


growing political power the rest of the State 


soon will be in a minority, and that the inter- 


ests of the rural districts will be slaughtered 
for the sake of those of Chicago. 

These people tell the country members that 
if the ratio of increase of population in coun- 
ty and State is the same for the present dec- 
ade as it was for the last one in 1900 the 
State will have a population of nearly 4,800,- 
000 and this county will have a population of 

300,000, so that by 1910 the majority of 
the people in the State will be living in this 
county, and it will have more than half the 
Senators and Representatives. 

The countfy members are informed that if 
they do hot act speedily they will find them- 
selves tied hand and foot. They.are told that

titution which shall limit the represent- 
ation of this county so that it must always 
be less than that of the rest of the State. 
They are told they must strike out of the bill 
of rights the provision that all elections 
shall ve free ana equal and provide that the 
voting power of citizens of Cook County so 
far as members of the Legislature is con- 
cerned. shall be inferior, in the course of 
time, to that of citizens of other counties. 

It is likely to be some time before the 
members from the country are caught in as 
clumsy a trap as this. They are not prepared 
to pull chestnuts out of the fire for men who 
are eager for changes in the Constitution 
which will enable municipalities to blanket 


Z mortgage themselves, nominally to make 


improvements, in reality to enrich con- 
ctors, boodle officials, and speculators, or 


for changes which will put it in the power of 


Legislatures to sell special privileges to the 


best bidder. 


The representatives of outside counties are 
not prepared to attack the principle of equal 
representation: which is one of the great 
features of American institutions. They 
Know that they have nothing to fear from 
Cook County either twenty years or fifty years 
from now forthe reason—if. for no other— 
that a Cook County delegation never has 
acted and never. will act as a unit. It has 
beer impossible to secure harmony in the 
delegation to protect the interests of this 
county. It will be impossible to secure it to 
hurt the interests of other countics. 


Ot the members from this county some 


always will be Democrats and gome will be 
Républicans. It will be astonishing if they 
act in concert once during a session. Under 
the old Constitution, when the members often 
were all of one party, it was impossible to 

et them to act in concert. They will do it in 
— only when some question like the 
World's Fair comes up. In a great county 
like this with its hundreds of differmg and 


conflicting interests tnere is less likely to be 


unity of action than in a ‘group of thirty 
agricultural counties where there are but two 
or three interests. 

‘The men who want a constitutional conven- 
tion have not dared yet to say specifically 
Why they want it. They have not ventured 
to file their schedule of grievances. Instead 
of coming out honestly they are plotting and 
scheming and endeavoring to carry their 
point by appealing to the prejudices and 
arousing the fears of the country members. 
So eager are they that in order to get a new 
Constitution with knavish provisions it it 
they are willing that the Constitution should 
be deformed by provisions leveled at the 
county and city in which most of them live. 
This is the desperate effort of men who want 
a Constitution 
about taxation and mortgages in it, but it 
will not be successful. 


SUPPRESSING THE THEATER HAT. 

A statesman from Cook named Jones has 
introduced a bill making it a misdemeanor 
for any! person occupyimg a seat in a place of 
amusement to obstruct the vision of others by 
the wearing of any bat, bonnet, or any other 
unsightly head covering. A failure to re- 
move the headgear when notified so to do is 
punishable by a fine of $25. 

While this bill will meet with approval in 
some quarters, yet it seems to trample ruth- 
lessly on the platform of the Illinois Démoc. 
racy, of which Mr. Jones isa member. For 
that platform declares that sumptuary laws 
infringing upon the individual rights of the 
citizens are not to be counténanced by the 
Democratic party.“ No loyal member of 
that organization can vote for a measure of 
this kind which’ reguiates the American hat. 
It also invades religious liberty. The Friends 
believe in keeping their hats on even in the 
presence of real potentates and dignitaries. 
They should not be required to take them off 
in the presence of sham kings or queens. 

Those who favor the principle of the bill 
will complain that it does not go far enough, 
for it deals with only one of the annoyances to 
which these who go ‘to the theater are sub- 
jected, It is right to require the removal of 
a hat which shuts off a man’s view. 
should a man six feet high and of correspond- 
ing width be permitted te plant himself in 
front of a person about tour and a half feet 
‘high? The hoyse should be seated sym met- 
rically, the shortest people in front and the 
tallest ones inthe rear. 

Then the wicked custom of coughing during 
performanees should be stopped. So should 
that of blowitig the nose during the pathetic 
scenes. It isi ble for a person who bas 
paid to hear all is said on the stage to do 
% when people are coughing and sniffling all 
around him. Persons who have coughed once, 
and who, after being warned to desist, do not 
do so, should be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and be fined.

THE LOSS OF THE ELBE. 

The month of January, 1895, will figure on 
the records as one of appalling disasters to 
those who go down to the seain ships. The 
average loss of life by wrecks upon the ocean 
in 1894 was 507 a month, while the record 
for the month just closed shows 792 fatali- 
ties from the same cause. Among these disas- 
ters that which has occurred to the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamer Elbe is the most terrible. 
The Elbe, while on its outward trip to New 
York via Southampton, on the morning of 
Jan. 30, between 5 and 6 o'clock, was run 
into by the steamer Crathie, on its way to Ab- 
erdeen, off the Holland coast, on a line be- 
tween Rotterdam and Lowestoft, England. 
Within twenty minutes the Elbe sank, with a 
loss of 314 lives, according to the latest ac- 
counts, while the Crathie, it is charged, with- 
out waiting to learn the extent of the dam- 
age it had occasioned, put back to Maassluis, 
whence it had sailed, in a more or less dam- 
aged condition. 

The reports from the 3 are coufliet- 
mg. but from the most reliable of them it 
‘appears that at the time of the collision there 
was a high sea running and a strong wind 
blowing. Besides this it is variously stated 
that it was foggy, bitterly cold, and a snow- 
storm was brewing. Both vessels were sail- 


ing with full head of steam, and the Crathie 


in an attempt to éross the bows of the Elbe 
collided. It cut a fearful hole in the Elbe 
amidships, and as soon as the Crathie's en- 
gines were reversed and it backed away the 
water rushed into the Eibe in a torrent, 
drowning large numbers of persons in the 
steerage and cabins who were unable to get to 
the decks. The remainder crowded to the 
upper deck. It is stated by the surviving offi- 
cers of the Elbe that, the Captain ordered the 
women and children to be placed in boats on 
the starboard side, but the order had hardly 
began given when tho boat listed heavily to 
starboard and those boats were useless. 
Meanwhile the stcamer began to settle stern 
firet, with her bow so high that it was impos- 
sible to reach some of the boats. Three were 
launched with their living freight into the 
wild waves. One of them capsized and an- 
other probably met the same fate. The third, 
with nineteen souls on board, after many 
hour§ was picked up by a fishing vessel. and 
its inmmtes were landed safely at Lowestoft, 
on the English shore. 

These are the details in brief of this awful 
disaster. It would be premature at present, 
and indeed the dispatches are too confilict- 
ing, to locate the responsibility, The offi- 
cials of the Elbe have been warned not to talk 
about it by the German Vice-Consul until a 
court of inquiry is held, and the official version 
of the occurrence by the officers of the Crathie 
is wantme. Upon the surface it would seem 
that the officers of the Crathie were at fault in 
not standing by the Eibe and helping to save 
the passengers. Whether the officers of the 
Crathie are to blame, however, cannot be as- 
certained until the full particulars gre known. 
It is stated that the Crathie was in charge of 
the mate at the time, that he was ignorant of 
the identity of the sinking vessel, and that it 
wag lost in the mist almost immediately after 
the collision. The owner of the Crathie fur- 
ther telegraphs that his steamer’s bows were 
tertibly crushed and that it arrived at Maas- 
sluis in a ginking condition. If these reports 
be true then it is evident that the Crathie was 
in poor condition for rendering any help. The 
Captain of the Crathie is reported as saying: 
After the collision we returned to the spot 
where it occurred, or as near as we could make 
out; but we were unable to see any signs of 
the steamer, which we thought had proceeded 
on her voyage. We followed after her for 
some time, but lost all sight of her. We 
waited for two hours and then proceeded to 
Maassluis. We reached there yesterday and 
came here today for repairs, which will take 
five weeks. 

It is of more consequence whether it was 
trying to cross the Elbe's bows contrary to 
rules, So far as the Elbe is concerned nei- 
ther of the two pilots was on the bridge at the 
time of the collision, the German pilot having 
left at the time the Elbe cleared the Weser, 
and the English pilot was not due until the 
steamer entered the waters of the Isle of 
Wight. The surviving officers refuse to say 
who was in charge. but it is supposed to have 
been Third Officer Stolberg, who was res- 


cued, The reticence of all concerned, how- 


ever, renders it difficult to fix the responsibil- 
ity for the disaster, and their testimony is 
necessary and more to be relied upon than 


the statements of excited passengers; who do 


not and could not know all the circumstances 
in the case. A curious statement is made to 
the effect that the Elbe was not the vessel ran 
into by the Crathie and the statement of the 
latter's Captain that he returned to the spot 
and remained there for some time without 
seeing the other vessel, and of the second offi- 
cer that the latter displayed red and blue 
lights, signifying they needed no assistance, 
seem to confirm the statement, but there can 
be but little doubt it was the Elbe which was 
sunk by the Crathie. 


RESPONSIBILITY OF PROPERTY-OWNERS. 

The Kansas Legislature does not agree with 
Mr. D. K. Tenney as to the inadvisability of 
punishing the owners of premises where gam- 
bling is carried on. It has just passed a new 
antbgambling law which makes the penalty 
in case of a conviction for gambling impris- 
onment in the penitentiary for from one to 
five years, The owner of a building, if found 
guilty of allowing any gambling on his 
premises, is liable to a sentence of one year 
in the penitentiary. By the present Illinois 
law, which Mr. Tenney disapproves of, he is 
liable to a fine of $100 for the first offense. 
The Kansas legislation is none too severe, for 
if it were not for the active or passive assist- 
ance of property-ewners the gamblers would 
be driven into the streets or into out of the 
way corners where business would not follow 
them. 

Gambling cannot be carried on on a large 
and profitable scale unless quarters can be 


secured in the business district, But the 
owners of property there know perfectly well 


who their tenants are and what they are do- 
personally or through their

gambling has been carried on for years. The

and have tried to get their tenants out, but 


without succesg—as if they could not provide 


in their leases for the prompt ejectment of a 
tenant who was guilty of any. offense. 

The present law is not stringent enough so 
far as either gamblers or property-owners are 
concerned. So, instead of passing a law so 
worded as to raise a doubt as to whether the 
latter are not exempt from punishment, the 
Legislature should pase one which will deal 
mo#e severely with both the gamblers and the 
men who house them. Is not the Civic Fed- 
eration going to take this view of the case? 


THE NATIONAL CKEDIT. 

The House Committee on Banking and 
Currency. has amended in several important 
respects the Springer bill, which embodied the 
views of the administration. The principal 
amendments recommended are the following: 
The bonds to be made payable after ten years 
and not later than fifty years from the date of 
their issue; that the amount of the United 
States notes and Treasury notes which may 
be canceled and‘tetired shall not exceed the 
additional circulation taken out by national 
banks; that in lieu. of all existing taxes the 
banks shall pay one-eighth of 1 per cent 
semi-annually upon the average amount of the 
notes issued to each by the Controller of the 
Currency; that it be not required to retire 
national bank notes for less than $10 and 
Treasury notes for more than $10 and substi- 
tute for them small silver certificates; that 
the payment of all import duties in gold be 
not insisted on; that the cash reserve required 
by law shall include not less than 10 per cent 
in coin and coin certificates after the begin- 
ning of July next, this proportion to be grad- 
ually increased to 100 per cent, and that at 
least half of the said proportion shall be in 
gold or gold certificates; also the repeal of 
the requirement limiting the monthly deposit 
for withdrawal of national bank note circula- 
tion and which forbids increase of circulation 
within six months from the time of depositing 
money for the purpose of retiring circulation. 

With the exception of the very proper 


amendment offered by Mr. Brosius in regard 


to the $10 limit with regard to circulating 
notes all these amendments appear to have 
been offered in the hope of decreasing oppo- 
sition to the bill. The same remark may be 
made with reference to the speech of Mr. 
Sherman in the Senate, which some papers 
have criticised as leaning too much to silver. 
Undoubtedly the desire in each case was to 
conciliate such of the silver men as are not 
extremists, While it was felt that for the ex- 
tremists themselves there is no hope, as they 
are coolly calculating on bringing the country 
to.a reduced silver monometallic basis and 
rejoicing over what they hold to be the pros- 
pect of success for their nefarious effort. 
They are the fellows by whom, in the lan. 
guage of Mr. Sherman, the Senate is being 
brought face to face with the alternative of 
taking free silver or nothing.“ 

Opinions may differ as to the wisdom of 
this attempt to conciliate. It begins to look 
as if the President) may have to act without 
formal authorizafion from the present Con- 
gress, which now has but twenty-seven work- 
ing days of life left. There also appears to be 
no doubt that he is prepared to act thus should 
that course be necessary to maintain the in- 
tegrity of the currency and the honor of the 
Nation.

SYSTEMATIZE LEGISLATIVE WORK. 
It is stated in the Springfield dispatches 


that there was a meeting day before yester- 
day of what is known as the Republican 


‘steering committee,“ to which uuthority 
has been given by the Republicans of the 
House to take the general charge of the in- 
terests of the party and to decide offhand 
questions of policy which do not demand the 
calling of a caucus to determine them. The 
Speaker was cailed qn for his program and 
was told that iN committee was to sup- 
port him its members must know what that 
program was. It was decided also that the 
committeemen should hold constant confer- 
ences and outline the party policy from day 
to day, as the Republicans will be held re- 
sponsible for all legislation. 

Such a committee codperating heartily 
with the Speaker can render services of the 
greatest value, Most Legislatures are in the 
habit of drifting along in an aimless, unor® 
ganized fashion, wasting time frightfully till 
the day comes when they feel they must wind 
up business and go home. Then there is a 
headiong rush and bad laws and good laws, 
clumsily drawn, are put through without ex- 


. amination, It has been the custom for many 


years for Illinois Legislatures to dawdle 
along wasting time until the grass began to 
get green and the courts to be active when 
feverish activity took the place of the pre- 
vious lethargy. 

There should be an attempt to systematize 
the work of the Legislature and of the com- 
mitteęes. A general plan of operations should 
be laid out. There are certain matters of 
great importance which are to come before 
the General Assembly. Provision should be 
made for taking them up speedily and giving 
them the right of way, The people of this 
State and of this city look to the General As- 
sembly, both branches ot which are controlled

The idea that trading in produce for future 
delivery is detrimental to the interests of the 
producer is not confined to a few peoble in 
the United States, It is held by persons in 
several parts of Germany and in the United 
Kingdom. The Saxon Central Agricultural 
Union has memorialized she German Govern- 
ment to reform the grain exchange on the 
basis of actual trading in actual wares, and 
agricultural unions in England have passed 
resolutions requesting the British Govern- 


ment to forbid trading in fictitious food val- 


ues, ** owing to the harm it does by lowering 
prices. All this must be based on the notion 
that the desire or inducement to sell for fut. 
ure delivery is greater than the desire or 
inducement to buy, If it were not so trading 
for future delivery could not harm the pro- 
ducer, 

There may be some truth in this idea, 700 


only a half truth. People who have an inside 


knowledge of the business traneacted on the 
commercial exchanges are aware that in re- 
cent years there hag been an important 
change in the style of the trading. It has be- 


dome the rule with men who buy grain for 


storage or shipment to other points to sell an 
equal quantity in some speculative market, 
and buy in the latter when they part with pos- 
session of the actual property. This is dene 
asa ** hedge against great loss by fluctua- 
tions in the market. The theory of the pro- 
cedure is that if the market deciines while the 
grain is held, in store or in transit, the loss 
on one side of the deal will be counterbal- 
anced by a gain on the other side. The Brit- 
ish syndicates which buy grain in the North- 
west require that the aggregate of grain pur- 
chased from the farmers each day shall be 
‘ covered by the speculative selling of an 
equal quantity, and, most of this selling is 
done in Chicago, In like manner it is known 
that not only is the whole of the visible sup- 
ply in this country sold against, but also 
much of that which is held in other countries 
for shipment or -is in passage to countries 
which do not produce as much grain as is 
consumed by their inhabitants. | 

The selling by this rule for grain that is in 
motion from the producer towards the con- 
sumer ought to be equalized by the necessary 
converse operation of buying, because as 
one parcel of grain drops out another is set 
in motion. But the case is somewhat differ. 
ent. with grain that w held in store against 
speculative sales, and the recent tendency is 
to accumulate huge stocks and hold them 
for many months togather for the sake of ‘the 
storage charges, which. the speculative part 
of the trade is expected to pay for. The 
grain thus held isa dead weight to be carried 
on the market, and it cannot be disputed that 
the weight tends to force down prices, es- 
pecially in times of money scarcity and when 
there otherwise seems to be little inducement 
to buy for an advance. This all the morc 
as the big visible stock is pointed at as a 
reason for not apprehending the paucity of 
offerings in comparison with the demand 
which is necessary to a rise in the market. 
The grain is always there to be carried, 
whether speculative buyers want to invest or 
not, and it is more difficult to effect an ad- 
vance than a decline under such circum- 
stances. 

But there is another side to the question. 
The people who buy grain from the farmer 
are able to pay him a better price when they 
can hedge against the purchases than if they 
were obliged to stand the whole risk of un- 
favorable changes in the price of the prop- 
erty while it is in their keeping, If the sell 


ang in the speculative market were prohibited 


they would buy spasmodically instead of 
steadily, the farmer never would know what 
he had to count on till he offered his grain 
for sale at the depot, and often might have tu 
haul it back or store it at his own cost till a 
buyer appeured. When de did sell it would 
have to be at a figure sufficiently low to cover 
the wider risk assumed by the purchasers, 
and probably he would be worse off than 
under the presént arrangement. It is true 
the proposition has been made to get over 
this difficulty ‘by providing public warehouses 
in which the grain could be stored and paid 
for by the government. This would not be 
a permanent relief. Apart from the element 
of paternalism, which is inconsistent with 
the genius of our free institutions, and 
the fact that such a scheme would discrimi- 
nate against the home buyer of food and in 
favor of the producer if it were successful, 
there would be the important fact that the 
operation of this system would tena to make 
the visible supply far bigger than at present, 
and the result of that must be a standing ar- 
gument with the buyer in favor of lower 
prices, and still lower, till finally the thing 
would break down of its oon weight. These 
points are worth thinking of by the men who 
cry out agaiust ‘* option-trading” and for 
government warehousing: of the products of 
the farm. :

Tue bill to establish a commission of archi- 
tectural experts to prepare plans for govern- 
ment buildings will not be passed by this Con- 
gress, All the members of the Committee on 
Public Buildings are for it except the Chair- 
man, Mr. Bankhead of Alabama. But his 
opposition is fatal, for he will not ask the 
Committee on Rules to set a day for its con- 
sideration, and if a day is not given the bill 
never will be reached, Mr. Bankhead’s objec.

buildings are placed in charge of private 
architects they will be finished too quickly, 
and the Treasury cannot stand the drain. 
There is an easily applied remedy for that. It 
is pot to order the construction of so many 
buildings at a time. It 1s the habit of the 
government to have a dozen or more new 
buildings on hand and to potter along with 
them, taking from three to five years for the 
erection of each. This is a most expensive 
method of construction. The cost of super- 
vision is three or four times what it ought to 
be, It takes as much to put up half a dosen 
buildings as would be needed to erect eight if 
the money were used intelligently. Mr. 
Bankhead’s reason is not a sound one, and 
perhaps is not the real one; He must see that 
the system it is desired to introduce is much 


less expensive than the present one with its 


costly delays.

EARTHQUAKES CREATE TERROR,

Shocks in Many Mexican Stutes, Where the 
Inhabitents Are Wild with Fear. 

Crry or Mexico, Jan. 31.—Since the great 
earthquake shock of Nov. 22, 1894, which 
caused the loss of fifteen lives in this city and 
destroyed thousands of dollars’ worth of 
property, a reign of terror has prevailed in 
the Towas of Jamiltepec and Tuxtepec, in the 
State of Oaxaca, where the earth trembies 
from six to eight timesa day. The churches 
and houses are a heap of ruins and the in ha b. 
itants have nearly all fled to the neighboring 
hamlets. The eruption of some volcuno, pre- 
sumed to exist in subterranean form close by, 
is momentarily expected. Last night earth- 
quake shocks were felt in many places ia the 
State of Oaxaca. The time of duration was 
three seconds. The movement was noted in 
Oaxaca, Tequisixtian, Tlacolalula, Nochigi- 
lan, Tepocolula. Juxtiahuaca, Tiapa, and 
Alcozauca. 


HAWAIIAN CABLE LOOKS CERTAIN NOW 


Amendment to the Appropriation Bill 
Provides for the le Work. 

Wasnineroy, D. C., Jan. 31.— [Special. 
While it was generally known an item had 
been inserted iu the consular ana diplomatic 
bill at the iastance of the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations, providing for some pre- 
liminary work on the construction of a direct 
cable between the United States and the Isl- 
ands of Hawali, the extent of the proposition 
is not yet generally known. The amendment 
made to the bill as it came from the House is 
a significant oye, as follows: : 

The President is hereby authorized to contract 

for the entire work of laying a telegraphic cable 
between the United States and the Hawaiian 
Islands and to direct the prosecution of such 
work whenever such a contract shall be mad)», 
and as a part of the cost of such cable the sum of 
$500,000 is hereby appropriated. . 
All the cable schemes proposed hitherto 
have involved the question of a subsidy to 
private corporations. This new appropria- 
tion is for the laying ofa cable by the Govern- 
ment of the United States and $500,000 ie 
appropriated to make the first payments on a 
contract for the construction of the work. 
One of the members of the committee in ex. 
plaining their unexpected action said this 
afternoon: 

„The committee was practically a unit on 
this question. The necessity of a cable from 
San Francisco to Honolulu is apparent to all, 
whether we annex the islands or not. That 
being the Zase it was only left for us to con. 
sider the means of securing the cable, Great 
Britain and France are now in the field with 
cable propositions. We believed the United 
States should, as a government, own and con- 
trol the cable. Theday of subsidies is past, 
and hence we purpose totake the bull by the 
horns. Wé inserted the amendment in good 
faith, aud proposed the appropriation of 
$500,000 simply to start the work at once, 
the President being authorized to let the con- 
tracts in the name and for the benefit of the 
United States as the only party in interest. 
We consider the cablea military and naval ne- 
cessity and urge its construction on that 
ground chiefly, though, of course, when com- 
pleted it would be opened for commercial 
business on reasonable terms. This course 
will secure for this country a cable in advance 
of that proposed by Great Britain and France, 


and in connection with the proposed occupa- 


tion of Pearl Harbor will be an important 
step in securing us some control of the Pa- 
cific. So far as the committee members are 
concerned, I can say this cable proposition, 
radical though it be, was not inserted for the 
purpose of being traded away in conference, 
and we have assurances it will pass the Sen- 


ate without difficulty.”

Grosscup’s Statement and Orders. 


The legal proceedings taken yesterday were 
heard at 10 o’clock before Juage Grosscup.

The proceedings thus 
amounted to a surrender to a court of equity. of 
the administration of the corporation's affairs.

The gist of the petition is that the 
stockholders who brought the biil represent but 
a very small 9 of the stock; that the 
President of the company, who consented 
to the appointment of receivers and 
thus surrendered the corporation to

PARK POLIOEMAN STRIKES A BOT. 


Edward Schofield jared by Hartwig and 
Is Then Pat Under Arrest. 
Edward Schotield, a 16-year-old boy living

He says Sumner 
Hensel, 20 years old, told him to go along 
peaceably, when another park policeman, 
Charles Thorin, arrested Hensel. Both were 
taken to the Sheffield Avenue Station and 
charged with disorderly conduct. An ad- 
ditional charge of resisting arrest was placed 
against Hensel because, according to Scho- 
fieid’s story, he did not want to go to the 
patrol box with his skates on. Schofield was 
bailed out by his father. The case will come 
up in the Police Court this morning, 

Schofield said the pare pol.ce had consid- 
erable trouble with the boys on the pond dur- 
ing the day. Some of them wore file-blade 
skates, which are prohibited because they cut 
up the ice, and when the boys wearing them 
were driven from the pond they stood on the 
bank and threw snowballe at the policemen, 
Neitheer of the policemen concerned in the ar- 
rest was on duty last night, but another po- 
liceman said the boys had set off a lot 
of firecrackers on the pond in the 
afternoon, and also placed a bunch 
in the stove in the

doors of the boat-house to search the boys, 
when, as they supposed, the door was broken 
in by a rescue party, and from this mistake 
arose the trouble.

SEARCH-LIGHT. FOR WEATHER BUREAU. 


One to Be Shipped to Chicago—Experi- 
ments to Be Made with It Here. 

J. Sterling Morton, Secretary of Agricult- 
ure sent the following telegram yesterday to 
Prof. Moore of the Weather Bureau office in 
the Auditorium: : 3 

‘Secretary Herbert informs me search-light 
shipped to you by express today: 

The search-light is that which will be used 
on board the United States battleship Maine. 
Secretary Morton: believes it can be used in 
giving storm and cold wave signals over large 
areas. He has selected Chicago as the experi- 
mental station. Prof. Moore said: 

*T shall probably have it mounted near the 
center of the top of our observatory tower on 
an elevated pedestal. By hand at first, and 
then, if experiments warrant it, by power, it 
will be revoived. It will then be used to give 
signals. I think a beam of light can be 
thrown over thirty miles, Only three signals 
are now necessary. If colored lights can be 
distinctly seen at the distance they could be 
used to advantage. The great value of tho 
search-light signal is that it notifies an enor- 
mous area swiftly, and even in fogs the great 
beam of light could, be seen when no other 
signal could. I expect the light here Satur- 
day, and by next week shali have it mounted 
and will begin experiments.“

Policeman Moore scored for 
the State when he told of Hayward’s in- 
sistence at the Central Station that Catherine 
Ging had been murdered for her money. 
Youag Harry Goosman told the story of his 
travels with Harry Hayward that night, and 
of the unnatural solicitude displayed by him 
about money he had lent the dead woman. It 
was in the main the same story he told im- 
mediately after the crime, but there were 
many facts as to Hayward’s actions which had 
not previously been recorded. After having 
answered questions by the State as to his 
delivermg the buggy to Miss Ging on 
the night of the murder, to 
his knowledge of the return of the horse and 
buggy alone, he was asked what Hay ward had 
said to him that night before they started out 
together to see what had happened. Hay- 
ward had questioned Goosman as to how 
many times Miss Ging had been out that week. 
He had replied r had been out three 
times. Previous to that obeyed the 
injunctions given him by the young woman 
Saturday evening not to tell Hasey she had 
peen out. When they started out from the 

zark Goosman wanted to go to the morgue 
and look at the body there, but Heyward 
would not hear of that. On the way on the 
car he suggested going to the Central Station, 
where they could most likely get the informa- 
tion they were after. 


Hayward'’s Talk with Geoosman. 


It was as they started away from the flats 
that Hayward asked Goosman whether he 
ht life insurance was g in case of 
murder. Goosman said he knew nothing 
about it. Hayward later said something about 
a loan when they were ali together on the fifth 
floor of the apartment house, but Goosman 
did not pay much attention tothis. He was 
too much interested in finding out what had 


nappened to Miss Ging.

| National. Woman Suffrage Convention 
Opens at Atlante, Ga, for the First 
Time in Its Histary Below Mason and 

Dixon“ Line=Significant Symbols on 
the Badges of the Delegates and the 
Flags of the Hall=Colorado’s Progress 
Glorified in the Addresses. 


Attanta, Ga., Jan, 31,—|Special.]—The 
National Woman Suffrage convention, which 
met in Degive’s Opera-House today, was a 
n eity, where the old 
idea about woman’s sphere in life still pre- 
vails, As the women composing the con ven- 
tion have been arriving during the last day or 
two they have been treated with the social 
distinctions to which they were entitled, but 
in all cases notice of their political mission 
was ignored, a 
_ When the convention opened the down- 
stairs portion was comfortably filled with 
delegates and visitors,a number of Atlanta 
men and women being present, The dele- 
gates wore brilliant yellow satin badges, At 
the top ot the badge appears the coat of 
arms of the State of Georgia. At the 
bottom is the same coat of arms, but in a 
rather dilapidated condition. The column 
representing wisdom, the legislative branch 
of the government, is missing, as it is claimed 
there can be no wicdom in a government 
where women are not allowed to vote. The 
column of justice, the judicial branch of the 
government, is broken and leaning and the 
column of moderation, the executive branch 
of the government, is badly cracken. The 
whole arch of the Constitution is bent and 
out of plumb, all on aceount of the fact the 
delegates say that the women of the State 
are not allowed to vote. 
Flags with Characteristic Sgmbols. 

Facing the audience and just above the stage 
were two flags, one belonging to the National 
Association and one belonging to the State 
Association. The national flag is like the 
United States flag except that the biue ground 
is covered with black velvet on which are only 
two bright yellow stars, representing Wyo- 
ming and Colorado, the only States that have 
adopted full woman suffrage. The Georgia 
flag is like this except that it has ali the forty- 
four States on the blue Fear. The first two 
States, Colorado and yoming, are bright 
yellow; the next is nearly all yellow, repre- 
senting Kansas, which has municipal suffrage 
a women; then seventeen stars are shaded 
with yellow, representing the States where 
women vote on school questions; the next, 
representing lowa, is shaded, for there the 
women vote on bonds; then two stare are 
faintly sha ded, representing Mississippi and 
Arkansas, where women vote on fence ques- 
tions and certain kinds of peti:ions. The 
other stars are all black, represeating the 
States where women do not vote at all, and 
Georgia is one of them. 

Miss Susan B. Anthony, the President, 
called the convention to order. She was at- 
tired in a black dress, over which was a seal- 
skin cloak, and on her head was a bonnet, 
which she was forced to hold in place as she 
looked up to the flags above her head and ex- 
plaiged them to the audience,
